given for a proper con¬ 
sultation and the best 
way forward would be 
for developers to work 
alongside a stakeholder 
panel. 

The new plans went on 
show last Friday at the 
Red Brick Cafe on St 
Michael’s Trading Estate. 

Architects and planners 
have developed the new 
proposal after taking on 


board objections made to 
the previous application, 
which was rejected at an 
appeal in January. 

The new plans aim to 
develop a number of the 
existing buildings, in¬ 
cluding the St Michael’s 
Studios and the Red 
Brick Cafe, and also in¬ 
clude a purpose built fa¬ 
cility for the Trick 
Factory to re-locate to 



and an art gallery. The re¬ 
vised design scheme in¬ 
corporates a greater 
emphasis on housing 
rather than flats and at 
this stage proposes 71 
houses and 34 flats, a re¬ 
duction on the previous 
proposal, which included 
153 new homes. 

The revised scheme 
also proposes an increase 
of l,000sq metres of 
commercial floor space 
above that of the previ¬ 
ously proposed applica¬ 
tion. 

Concerns surrounding 
the height of buildings 
have also been addressed 
with only one four storey 
building in the centre of 
the development. 

The application this 
time around will not be in 
conjunction with the 
West Dorset District 
Council and so plans to 
develop at the town’s 
coach station are not in¬ 
cluded. 



Clive Hayward, brother 
of landowner Norman 
Hayward, said: “The pre¬ 
vious scheme clearly did¬ 
n’t win approval from 
everyone but we have 
looked at what the objec¬ 
tions were and said, okay, 
let’s see if we can accom¬ 
modate as many of them 
as we can and come back, 
first of all, to the people 
who actually work here 


and talk it through with 
them.” 

Charted Town Planner 
Carol Evans, of Evans 
and Traves, added: 


“What we decided is to 
lower the amount of resi¬ 
dential development 
quite significantly, in-

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Funding increase won't stop council cuts

A SWATHE of cuts across 
the county council’s serv¬ 
ices could lead to 500 pub¬ 
lic sector job losses - 
despite Dorset County 
Council being the only 
local authority in the coun¬ 
try to receive an increase 
in its government grant. 

Proposed cuts to help the 
council balance the books 
will save DCC £27 million 
over the next year. Savings 
proposals will be dis¬ 
cussed later today 
(Wednesday) at a special 
DCC meeting, but include 
plans to withdraw funding 
from up to 20 of the 
county’s 34 libraries, with 
the buildings being offered 
up to local communities to 
take over. 

Other savings proposals 
include reducing the num¬ 
ber of day centres for all 
service users, reducing 
road maintenance on rural 


roads and stopping school 
crossing patrols. 

The proposals come de¬ 
spite Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil being given an 
increased government 
grant for 2011/12 of 0.25 
per cent. 

While pledging to pro¬ 
tect essential frontline 
services as far as possible, 
council leader Angus 
Campbell said public ex¬ 
pectations about the coun¬ 
cil’s role would have to 
change over the next few 
years. 

“This is an unprece¬ 
dented set of circum¬ 
stances, a national 
problem which is affecting 
all local authorities,” he 
explained. 

“Council members will 
take a view on the budget 
recommendations today, 
but it is clear that, what¬ 
ever happens, we cannot 


carry on providing the 
same services to the same 
level or in the same way.” 

A period of consultation 
with members of the 
Dorset Citizens’ Panel, 
town/parish councils and 
local businesses about the 
impact of these plans will 
begin this week and a final 
budget-setting meeting 
will be held in February. 

Mr Campbell added: 
“We are trying to focus on 
our core priorities in deliv¬ 
ering services to the pub¬ 
lic, and particularly protect 
- as far as possible - those 
areas which deal with our 
most vulnerable residents. 

“At the same time, we 
are also looking to work 
more closely with our 
communities, to try to 
safeguard other services 


and secure a viable future 
wherever we can. 

“These are extremely 
difficult decisions we are 
facing. But, one way or an¬ 
other, we must find the 
savings. The national situ¬ 
ation is dire, and we all 
have to contribute towards 
solving it. However, we 
are determined to tackle 
these difficulties and to lay 
the foundations for a sus¬ 
tainable future for Dorset’s 
communities.” 

Dorset Library Service 
Manager Tracy Long said: 
“At this stage it is envis¬ 
aged that we will consult 
and work with up to 20 
communities - where there 
are currently library build¬ 
ings with funding set to 
cease in April 2012 - to 
look at locally-led altema-

-crease the amount of commercial de¬ 
velopment and actually allocate spaces 
for things that seem very important for 
the local community, like the Trick 
Factory. 

“This is the very start of the consul¬ 
tation, we haven’t gone to anyone else 
yet our first point of call was the people 
on the ground, the people who will be 
most affected. 

“I’m sure we will be talking to all the 
different councils in due course but it 
felt so important that we spoke to the 
artists, the workshops, the current busi¬ 
ness on the site first.” 

Leader of the Bridport Town Council 
Dave Rickard, however, had hoped de¬ 
velopers would have contacted stake¬ 
holders before now. He met with 
architects on Monday, along with fel¬ 
low stakeholders, to discuss the plans. 

He said: “The plan that has come for¬ 
ward is a lot better and there is no doubt 


that the architects have read the litera¬ 
ture and bought back some ideas which 
were being bandied around at the time 
of the appeal and incorporated them. 

“However these new plans have 
come to us out of the blue. We had re¬ 
quested a meeting with Norman Hay¬ 
ward to discuss any future development 
if he had any plans, he didn’t get back 
to us and then this came out of nowhere 
a week ago. 

“As far as we know they are planning 
to put in the application before Christ¬ 
mas and that is not really a satisfactory 
length of time for a consultation. The 
standard length of time for a consulta¬ 
tion in a conservation area would be 
four months. 

“There are good features in the plan 
and there are one or two sticking 
points. There will have to be compro¬ 
mise but we would rather be part of that 
decision then just be told that’s how it 
is. 

“We are not here to be difficult; we 


want to make it work and we are ap¬ 
proaching it in the most positive way 
we can.” 

West Dorset District Councillor 
David Tett welcomed the new plans 
having been a supporter of the previous 
application. He said: “I’m delighted 
that the South West Quadrant is back 
on the radar screen. Having seen the 
plans they seem to address most of the 
objectors concerns. 

“I hope it goes some way, if not all 
the way to addressing the issues. I’m 
quietly confident it will come to 
fruition. It seems it’s now or never be¬ 
cause Haywards have spent thousands 
of pounds drawing up plans and going 
through applications and the carpet was 
pulled from under their feet the last 
time around. 

“I’ve been on this one for over a 
decade now. I have been fighting its 
corner and a re-development there is 
long overdue. To refuse these plans this 
time around would be a travesty.”

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HE last few weeks in Westminster have been 
rather surreal. Working in Downing Street, 
and commuting fairly regularly across the 
road to the House of Commons, I have been right in 
the midst of the student demonstrations on each of 
the days when these have occurred. 

So far as the demonstrators themselves are con¬ 
cerned, my experience is that there are two very dis¬ 
tinct sorts of people present on these occasions. 

Walking along Whitehall relatively early in the 
day, one comes across groups of rather jolly young 
people suitably dressed up for the cold. They are no 
doubt stirred by passions but they are evidently in¬ 
tending no harm. 

By contrast, on a couple of occasions I have come 
across members of what I can only describe as the 
hard core. 

Although none of these individuals has physically 
attacked me, they engage in what I suppose could 
be politely described as a verbal assault - employing 
a fairly thin and not wholly elegant vocabulary ac¬ 
companied by a good deal of fist waving and other 
distinctly gorilla-like body language. 

Even in ones and twos, these hard core individuals 


are definitely frightening - and the ones I have met 
are either very mature students or not students at all. 

Just what they have in mind to achieve, I do not 
know - because my discussions with them haven’t 
been at a level of rationality that would lead you to 
an understanding of their motives or ambitions. 

But their general view of people like me (and, it 
now seems, of the heir to the throne and his consort) 
is that we represent some form of undesirable con¬ 
spiracy. 

Given that the Royals are definitely innocent of 
any specific connection with a policy on the funding 
of higher education, I take it that the conspiracy is 
believed by the hard core to be a general one. 

And I have the strong impression that its members 
would very much like to see all of those whom they 
believe to be engaged in the supposed conspiracy 
strung up from the nearest lamp post. 

I don't know whether to be more heartened by the 
good intentions of the majority, or more disheart¬ 
ened by the ill intentions of the minority. But the 
mixture certainly makes for strange afternoons in 
Westminster. 

Let’s hope that this dream becomes a reality. 


Police urge revellers to take care 


PARTYGOERS in Dorset are 
being urged to stay safe and out of 
trouble while enjoying the county’s 
nightlife this Christmas and New 
Year. 

Violent crime in the county is 
down by 11 per cent on last year 
but Dorset Police wants to prevent 
an increase in incidents of violence 
over the festive period. 

Sergeant Anna Harvey, who has 
policed Dorset town centres over 
the festive period for nine years, 
said: “Too often I see people out in 
the town who are worse for wear 
for drink and have then lost their 
friends or belongings, or don’t 
know how to get themselves home. 

“If you are drunk you are more 
likely to be a victim of crime. You 
might risk your own safety by be¬ 
coming separated from friends or 
trusting a stranger. 

“You can keep yourself safe by 
sticking with your friends and 
planning your journey home in ad¬ 
vance, this includes booking a reg¬ 
istered taxi, keeping money aside 


for the journey home and making 
sure your mobile phone is charged 
up and has credit.” 

Inspector Peter Meteau, who is 
responsible for policing in Wey¬ 
mouth town centre, added: “The 
most unfortunate thing I see is 
young men, who have never been 
in trouble before, who have drunk 
to excess and ended up in a fight. 

“Most of the time they can’t re¬ 
member what they’ve done the 
night before and when they’re 
shown the evidence they are as¬ 
tounded that their behaviour has 
sunk so low. 

“Drinking too much alcohol im¬ 
pairs your judgement. This could 
cause you problems with the law 
or your health if you get into a 
fight. Walk away from trouble.” 

These messages have been turned 
into short animated films which 
will feature on Facebook, Twitter 
and YouTube over Christmas and 
New Year, in a bid to make party- 
goers consider the consequences of 
drinking too much alcohol before 


they head out. Once out on the 
town, police, health, fire, local 
councils’ and voluntary sector 
workers have targeted operations 
in place to keep partygoers safe. 

Tailored to each town, these op¬ 
erations will see additional police 
officers on patrol in the evenings 
on the run up to Christmas and 
over New Year. 

Police officers, alongside council 
licensing officers and Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service staff, will be 
visiting the county’s town centres’ 
licensed premises, taking action 
against anyone found flouting li¬ 
censing laws. 

Prior to these enforcement visits, 
police officers and police commu¬ 
nity support officers will be liais¬ 
ing with licensees advising them 
on how to ensure a safe and enjoy¬ 
able atmosphere for patrons.

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Innovative Amsafe scoop 
top technology award 


THE DESIGN of a new armour sys¬ 
tem to protect troops from rocket 
attacks has won AmSafe Bridport 
a top award in this year's Dorset 
Business Awards. 

The company beat off the chal¬ 
lenge of Portland based Subsea 
Asset Location Technologies Ltd 
and C4L from Bournemouth to 
win the Innovative Technology 
Award for their textile armour sys¬ 
tem used on military vehicles for 
protection against rocket pro¬ 
pelled grenades (RPGs). 

Vice President of Defence, Neal 
McKeever, accompanied by Bill 
Hagan, President of AmSafe In¬ 
dustries, and MarkTrafford, Head 
of Engineering - Defence, re¬ 
ceived the award at a ceremony 
held at the Lighthouse arts centre 
in Poole last Thursday, which was 
attended by 560 people and 
hosted by BBC Royal and diplo¬ 
matic correspondent Nicholas 
Witchell. 

The system called Tarian, Welsh 
for'shield', has been designed to 
replace traditional steel and alu¬ 
minium bar and slat armour to 
defeat certain RPGs. 

One of the unique benefits of

the patented Tarian system is the 
significant weight saving advan¬ 
tage that it offers over traditional 
steel and aluminium bar and slat 
armour. 

Tarian provides a weight saving 
of 90 per cent when compared to 
traditional materials. 

This reduction means the sav¬ 
ings can be applied to protection 
improvements elsewhere on the 
vehicle which could include im¬ 
proved protection against lEDs 
(Improvised Explosive Devices) or 
'roadside bombs'. 

The system was designed and 
built at AmSafe's site in West 
Street, Bridport which employs 
around 170 people. 

Mr McKeever, reflecting on the 
company's success said: "I'm de¬ 
lighted for all the employees. 

"What we have done is make 
use of our knowledge of, and ex¬ 
pertise in, the application of engi¬ 
neered textiles historically 
applied for use in restraining and 
carrying cargo, and now applied 
our skills and knowledge to de¬ 


velop a protective system for ar¬ 
moured vehicles. 

"The award is all about the sat¬ 
isfaction the employees can feel 
in taking this concept to a differ¬ 
ent level and designing a system 
that will improve safety and pro¬ 
tection, and the pride they feel at 
saving lives. 

"We are not a big company, and 
it is a huge accomplishment for a 
great group of people over the 
five and a half years of its devel¬ 
opment." 

The system has been in use on 
the British Army Heavy Equip¬ 
ment Transporters (HETs) in 
Afghanistan since May 2009 

AmSafe at Bridport continues to 
work with the UK MOD with a 
view to the installation of Tarian 
across a wide range of British 
Army vehicles. 

Mr McKeever added: "Work is 
ongoing to improve and expand 
the applications of theTarian, and 
although we are currently supply¬ 
ing the British Army, there is great 
potential for sales into the US and 
with other NATO and ISAF opera¬ 
tors in Afghanistan."

Vacant church could be auctioned off 


WEST Bay Methodist Church could 
be sold on the open market after 
plans to revive the building for com¬ 
munity use failed to materialise. 

The church surrendered its lease in 
2006 due to a combination of falling 
congregations and increased mainte¬ 
nance costs and has laid empty ever 
since. 

In 2007 plans to find a community 
use for the building were announced 
as part of the West bay Regeneration 
Scheme. In September 2008 the 
county council gave the building a 
further push with an open day, but 
the estimated £30,000 repair works 
have put off potential buyers. 

Dorset County Council’s Technical 
Services Manager, Steve Woollard, 
said: “Unfortunately the building is 
Grade II listed and the cost burden of 
maintaining it has now fallen to the 
district council and this is not some¬ 
thing that the council can afford in 


the long term. In the committee re¬ 
port on the West Bay Regeneration 
Scheme, May 2007, a recommenda¬ 
tion was included to help secure the 
re-use of the Methodist Chapel as a 
wet weather visitor attraction or as¬ 
sociated public use. Unfortunately 
this has failed to materialise because 
the high cost of maintaining the 
building has proved prohibitive to 
local groups. 

“A meeting has been arranged with 
the community group considering 
the use of the building and a recom¬ 
mendation on how to proceed will be 
brought to committee early next year 
as part of a general progress report 
on the West Bay Regeneration 
Scheme. 

“It is considered that the best op¬ 
tion is to offer the property on the 
open market as it would be particu¬ 
larly suitable for an arts or craft 
gallery, which would by its nature 


also provide a visitor attraction, and 
the money from this sale could be 
added to the funding for the West 
Bay Regeneration Scheme.” 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl 
Wallace believes that auctioning the 
building should be a final resort. 

Councillor Wallace said: “If that 
was the last possible avenue to go 
down then yes, but there are people 
who still want to take it over and 
keep it as a community asset. 

“There are definitely other organi¬ 
sations in the town looking to utilise 
the building. We have to remember 
that this is a unique building; it’s the 
only church on a beach in England. 
We need to explore every possible 
avenue. 

“Only as a last option should we go 
to auction. It could be bought very 
quickly and very cheaply and we 
owe it to the taxpayer to get the best 
possible price.”

District council is first to meet campaign target 


WEST Dorset District 
Council is the first coun¬ 
cil in the country to 
achieve its carbon reduc¬ 
tion target set by the 
global 10:10 climate 
change campaign. 

Launched in September 
2009, the campaign en¬ 
courages people to think 
of simple ways to cut 
their carbon footprint by 
ten per cent in 2010. 

Thousands of UK indi¬ 
viduals, businesses, 
schools and other organ¬ 
isations have signed up to 
the challenge and West 
Dorset District Council 
has recently been an¬ 
nounced as the first of 
202 local authorities par¬ 
ticipating in the scheme 
to have successfully met 
the target. 

Over the past year the 
council has encouraged 
employees to take part in 
greener commuting ini¬ 
tiatives - like car sharing, 
cycling to meetings - and 
to be more energy con¬ 
scious by switching off 
lights and not turning on 
printers and photocopiers 
until they need to be 
used. 

West Dorset District 
Council Leader Robert 


Gould said: “We are re¬ 
ally pleased to have suc¬ 
ceeded in the 10:10 
challenge and to be offer¬ 
ing lower-carbon serv¬ 
ices to residents. 

“This bodes well for 
wider changes we want 
to make across our serv¬ 
ices as part of our carbon 
management plan where 
our aim is to achieve a 35 
per cent reduction in our 
carbon emissions over 
the next five years. 

“Our carbon reduction 
measures are not only 
great for the environ¬ 
ment, they are important 
for the council’s finances 
too. The savings to be 
made by becoming more 
energy efficient are sub¬ 
stantial and by keeping 
on track to reduce emis¬ 
sions over the next five 
years, we could see a dra¬ 
matic reduction in the 
council’s energy bills.” 

Approved in March this 
year, the district council’s 
carbon management plan 
was drawn up to identify 
areas of the council’s ac¬ 
tivities where greenhouse 
emissions are highest and 
set out strategies to re¬ 
duce these levels. This 
has seen the council 


focus on key areas such 
as reducing emissions 
from its transport fleet 
and office energy use, 
which together ac¬ 
counted for 81 per cent 
of its emissions in 2008. 

The council’s planned 


new offices will also re¬ 
duce energy usage by a 
third, enabling savings of 
at least £200,000 a year 
on heating, lighting, 
maintenance and other 
costs. 

Other proposed initia¬ 


tives to tackle emissions 
include reducing the 
number of council fleet 
vehicles and “remap¬ 
ping” remaining fleet ve¬ 
hicles to improve fuel 
efficiency. 

The council currently 


encourages staff to use 
public transport wher¬ 
ever possible and pro¬ 
vides pool bikes and a 
business mileage scheme 
for cyclists. 

While many meetings 
are arranged locally, rail 


warrants make it easier 
for travelling staff to take 
train journeys instead of 
driving. 

Additional plans are 
underway to introduce 
video and internet con¬ 
ferencing technology to 


further reduce the need 
for workers to travel to 
meetings.

for a Community Champion Award.”

Properly licensed West Dorset 
Hackney Carriages and private 
hire vehicles have plates attached 
to the back and a vehicle plate 
number clearly displayed on the 
windscreen. 

Plates include the district coun¬ 


cil’s distinctive sea wyvern logo 
and other details including the ve¬ 
hicle registration number and li¬ 
cence expiry date. 

Drivers are also required to wear 
or clearly display photo identifica¬ 
tion cards with similar details. 

West Dorset District Council 
Leader Robert Gould said: “Lots 
of Christmas parties are coming up 
and with New Year’s Eve and other 
events happening, a lot of people 
will be going out to enjoy them¬ 
selves in West Dorset. 


“Although there isn’t an historic 
problem in the area, getting in an 
unlicensed cab is a real gamble. 

“You don’t know if the car is 
roadworthy or if the driver is trust¬ 
worthy, let alone insured to carry 
passengers. If it isn’t licensed then 
don’t get in.”

The THINK! strategy for drink driv¬ 
ing is to remind all drivers of the 
personal consequences of drink 
driving, and that a drink driving 
conviction can ruin your life. 

Our work with partners in the pub 
environment takes a different ap¬ 
proach. It aims to improve the 
night of designated drivers by pro¬ 
viding them with soft drink offers 
and other benefits during their 
night out. 

The THINK! Drink Drive cam¬ 
paign aims to: 

• increase awareness of the per¬ 
sonal consequences of a drink driv¬ 
ing conviction 

• encourage the belief that 1 or 2 


drinks before driving is too many 
and not worth the risk 

• reinforce and build the social 
stigma around drink driving 

• Offer in-pub solutions to help 
drivers avoid consuming alcohol if 
they know they are going to drive 
The current campaign targets 1-3 
pint drink drivers, not 'drunk driv¬ 
ers', with a particular focus on 
young men aged 17-29 years old. It 
doesn't focus on the increased risk 
of a crash, as our research has 
found that young men believe: 

• a crash is unlikely after 1 or 2 
drinks 

• drink drive ads showing a crash 
are not relevant to them but to 
people who drive when drunk 

• they're more likely to be over the 
limit and caught after 1 or 2 drinks 
We found that the long-term impli¬ 
cations of drink driving, such as im¬ 
prisonment or a criminal record, a 
12 month driving ban or an en¬ 
dorsement that stays on your li¬ 
cence for 11 years are much more 
shocking and compelling to this 
audience than the risk of crashing 
and harming themselves or others. 
Key messages for Christmas 
2010: 

• THINK! Don't drink and drive 
•Get convicted of drink driving and 
you'll be processed like any other 
criminal 

Working in partnership: Driver 
Friendly 

Driver Friendly, which launched in 
December 2009, is the focus of our 


partnership activity this Christmas. 
We are partnering with Coca-Cola 
and various pub chains to encour¬ 
age drivers to choose soft drinks on 
their night out, by providing them 
with a buy one, get one free offer 
on Coke and Diet Coke in the pub 
environment. 

Sobering-up tricks do not work 

Coffee and cold showers the morn¬ 
ing after a night out don't help you 
sober up. Time is the only way to 
get the alcohol out of your system 
and you could still be over the legal 
limit many hours after drinking. 
Drink driving and the law 
The legal consequences of a drink 
driving conviction are severe and 
long-lasting. 

Causing death by careless driving 
when under the influence of drink 
or drugs = 14 years' imprisonment, 
together with an unlimited fine, 
disqualification from driving for at 
least 2 years and a mandatory ex¬ 
tended driving test. 

Driving or attempting to drive 
while above the legal limit or unfit 
through drink or drugs = 6 months' 
imprisonment, together with a fine 
of up to £5,000 and disqualification 
from driving for at least 12 months 
(3 years if convicted twice in 10 
years). 

Being in charge of a vehicle whilst 
above the legal limit or unfit 
through drink or drugs = 3 months' 
imprisonment, a fine of up to 
£2,500 and discretionary disqualifi¬ 
cation from driving.

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A whole lot of love for llamas 


I T could be the doleful 
eyes, the tranquil na¬ 
ture or the incredible 
soft fleece but something 
about a pack animal na¬ 
tive to the foothills of the 
Andes is drawing people 
out of retirement to ensure 
they become an increas¬ 
ingly regular sight on 
Dorset’s Jurassic Coast.

one, Kuzco, even being 
associated with Walt Dis¬ 
ney’s Oscar nominated 
film the Emperor’s New 
Groove.

to live. My grandparents 
had a smallholding so in 
some way I’m going back 
to my roots.” 

Brenda has now taken 
over the business, which 
offers guided Llama 
Treks through Dorset’s 
rolling hills and world 
heritage site, from the in¬ 
credibly enthusiastic and 
knowledgeable Chris, 
who started the farm after 
a trip through North 
America’s wild west. 

Chris, who is staying on 
at UK Llama to tend to 
the herd he has been rear¬ 
ing for the past 12 years. 

He said: “Jo and I went 
to Arizona on holiday 
when I retired and we 
happened to hear about 
the Forest Ranger service

using llamas to take peo¬ 
ple on pack trips. So we 
did two wonderful days 
trekking and thought we 
could do that in Dorset.” 

Alongside the Treks, 
UK Llamas also run in¬ 
troduction to life with lla¬ 
mas, alpacas and guano 
courses for those who be¬ 
come enthralled by the 
animals, which are used 
as beasts of burdens, 
meat, wool - its quality is 
far superior to sheep - 
and increasingly for secu¬ 
rity for livestock farmers. 

With the backing of 
Business link and West 
Dorset District Council 
Chris applied for a grant 
to improve facilities and 
build a lake and picnic 
area for disabled children. 


Llama’s pack mentality 
and history of years 
working alongside hu¬ 
mans makes the animal a 
friendly and gentle com¬ 
panion for those with dis¬ 
abilities. 

It was the work with 
disabled children, which 
led to the farm’s animals 
being recognised as some 
of the best example of 
their breed in the country. 
As the popularity of keep¬ 
ing Llamas and Alpacas 
increases - over the years 
16 customers of UK Lla¬ 
mas have bought their 
own animals - so do the 
events at county shows 
normally associated with 
cows, sheep and dogs. 

Having owned the farm 
for 12 years, UK Llamas 


had never shown their 
animals until this year 
when John Lightbowd, 
who suffered brain 
damage after a heart at¬ 
tack started working 
with the animals and re¬ 
gaining his short term 
memory. Having helped 
raise “King Richard” 
John felt it right to 
show the animal. So 
they entered Royal 
County of Berkshire 
Show, where “King 
Richard” was crowned 
Supreme Champion 
Llama during the 
British Llama Society 
Annual Show.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


"Without the door let sorrow lie, 

And if for cold it hap to die 
We'll bury it in a Christmas Pie 
And evermore be merry." 

NOT everyone can be at home for Christmas 
- and this is particularly true in wartime. The 
Voluntary Aid Detachment was formed in 
1909 with the help of the Red Cross and 
St John's Ambulance. By 1914 there were 
2,500 branches in Britain with 74,000 volun¬ 
teers. The VADs worked as nurses, maids, 
cooks and cleaners to help the war effort. 
One of those wonderful ladies, M. Winifred 
Wedgwood, wrote this. 

CHRISTMAS 1916: 

Thoughts in a V.A.D. Hospital Kitchen 

There's no Christmas leave for us scullions, 

We've got to keep on with the grind: 

Just cooking for Britain's heroes. 

But, bless! We don't really mind. 

We've scores and scores of potatoes, 

And cabbages also to do; 

And onions, and turnips, and what not, 
That go in the Irish stew. 

We're baking, and frying, and boiling, 
From morning until night; 

But we've got to keep on a bit longer, 

Till Victory comes in sight. 

Then there's cutting the thin bread and butter, 
For the men who are very ill; 


But we feel we're well rewarded; 

For they've fought old Kaiser Bill. 

Yes! We've got to hold on a while longer, 

Till we've beaten the Fiun to his knees: 

And then 'Good-bye'to the kitchen; 

The treacle, the jam, and the cheese! 

OUR next poem is also about the Christmas 
of 1916 but this one was written at the bat- 
tlefront by a young man named Leslie George 
Rub, who was to die there the following year. 

CHRISTMAS DAY ON THE SOMME 

'Twas Christmas Day on the Somme 
The men stood on parade, 

The snow laid six feet on the ground 
Twas twenty in the shade. 

Up spoke the Captain 'gallant man', 

"Just hear what I've to say, 

You may not have remembered that 
Today is Christmas Day.” 

"The General has expressed a wish

I'm sorry there's no turkey 
but there's Bully Beef instead. 

The puddings plum have not arrived

But I regret to say 

The vessel which conveyed them was 
Torpedoed on the way. 

The Quartermaster's got your rum 
But you may get some yet,

MOSS MAGIC EARNS PLACE IN LAST 32 


DORCHESTER TOWN 3 
St ALBANS CITY 0 

FA Trophy Round One - Attendance: 302 

MATCH winner Ryan Moss stole the show as Dorchester got 
back to work by crushing St Albans City 3-0 in the FA Carls- 
berg Trophy First Round tie. 

After a goalless first have he put Dorchester ahead within 
40 seconds of the restart and then set Rico Wilson up for 
his first goal for the club just three minutes later. Wilson's 
day got better by when he added the Magpies third on 68 
minutes to ensure a £5000 windfall for the club for win¬ 
ning. 

Following three weeks without a game, the Magpies 
looked a little rusty early on as St Albans dominated the 
game without causing the Dorchester defence any prob¬ 
lems, but after the first 15 minutes they found their form 
and dominated the match from therein. 

Their change in fortune seemed to coincide with a 
change of referee; Adam Hopkins of Plymouth having to 
be replaced by fourth official Dean McEllin from Bristol 
with what looked like a calf or hamstring injury. 

Immediately before, Neil Martin created the Magpies first 
chance on goal when he received the ball back from his 
own throw-in before forcing his way past David Deeney's 
tackle as he cut in from the byeline. However Saints veteran 
keeper Paul Bastock palmed away his acute angle drive. 

Nick Crittenden looked to have a great chance as he 
picked up skipper Mark Jermyn's chip over the visitors de¬ 
fence, but as he bore down on goal, Saints giant defender 
and captain Ryan Frater stuck out his long leg to produce 
a superb tackle that caused Crittenden to lose momentum, 
and the opportunity was lost. 

Almost immediately Wilson should have done better 
when Frater missed Kyle Critchell's through ball. Wilson was 
on it like a flash but Bastock reacted immediately and 
blocked his shot at point blank range as he raced from goal 
and the ball was cleared for a corner. Whilst it was under¬ 
standable for Wilson to take on the shot he might have 
slipped the ball sideways to Moss who could have run it 
into an empty net. Critchell headed over from Steve De¬ 
vlin's resultant corner. 

With Jermyn and Devlin commanding midfield, Dorch¬ 
ester continued to dominate before St Albans recorded 
their only shot in the first half on 37 minutes. Their tall 
striker Ollie Palmer, on loan from Woking, turned inside 
Critchell on the left had side of the box before firing in a 
shot which took a deflection off Jermyn, but keeper Simon 
Evans had no problems in changing direction to safely 
gather the ball. 

Moss stood on the ball when put through by Martin, be¬ 
fore Devlin prevented the ball running behind when a long 
right wing cross evaded everybody and pulled it back for 
Moss whose snap shot was blocked two yards out from 
goal at the expense of a non-productive corner. 

For all their endeavours Dorchester had nothing to show 
for their efforts as the sides went into the break. 

However that changed immediately after the interval 
when Moss got his revenge having been heavily policed in 
the first half by the towering Frater, and he fired the Mag¬ 
pies into the lead with a low shot from 15 yards after Crit¬ 
tenden had put him in the clear. 

He almost added another a minute later when he latched 
on to Critchell's headed pass and held off Frater but 
hooked his shot on the turn over the bar. 

However two minutes later he set up Wilson for his first 
goal for the Magpies. Bastock and central defender Dave 
Peters both looked to ferry a ball out of play for a goal kick 
under pressure from Moss who nipped between the two 
before turning the ball back across the goalmouth for Wil¬ 
son to run over the line. 

Dorchester immediately substituted Critchell, who had 
needed treatment on his ankle following a tackle in the 
first half, bringing on James Coutts in midfield with Jermyn 
reverting to right back. 

Such was Dorchester's dominance that it was over an 
hour before Evans had an on target shot to deal with and 
as frustration set in St Albans began to lose their cool. Moss 
was now leading Frater a merry dance as the Magpies fit¬ 
ness told, and the Saints skipper was lucky to only be 
booked when he pulled Moss over rugby style as the striker 
headed for goal. He almost paid for it with a goal but De¬ 
vlin's left foot free-kick from 25 yards just curled beyond 
the far post. 

Wilson booked his side's place in the draw for the second 
round on 68 minutes when Bastock dropped Devlin's cor¬ 
ner. The striker's first shot was blocked by the keeper, but 
he kept his cool and blasted the ball home as he swivelled 
on the rebound. 

How Bastock remained on the field minutes later remains 


a mystery. He raced from goal and flattened Moss as he 
rounded the keeper two yards outside of the area, but after 
a lengthy delay for treatment to Moss, only received a yel¬ 
low card. 

Wilson should have completed his hat-trick in the last 
minute of normal time when after beating three defenders 
in a mazy run, he sidefooted the ball beyond Bastock and 
the far post from ten yards. 

Matt Hocking became the third visitor to go in the book 
when he unceremoniously floored Crittenden, as Dorch¬ 
ester breezed through to the next round. 

Terras edge closer

WEYMOUTH edged closer to avoiding relegation with a 
vital win over fellow basement boys Evesham United at the 
Bob Lucas Stadium. 

Two second half goals in a workmanlike performance 
saw the Terras move within three points of their opponents 
and Tiverton Town and six points from safety. 

Evesham started the better in an vital game for both 
sides with David Accam particularly prominent, but the 
nearest Weymouth came was when Wooleaston had his ef¬ 
fort blocked by Anthony Watson, and Ben Gerring header 
that went wide. 

Evesham were lucky not to be reduced to ten men when

"The fact is that we had several keepers here at Dorch¬ 
ester at the beginning of the season and when Bridport 
asked about loaning someone to cover for Jamie Fry we 
felt it would be better for Sam at his age to play regular 
senior football than to play at youth level or sit on the 
bench. 

"He is a good size and has done superbly well for Brid¬ 
port. We are well aware of how well he is doing, and he is 
certainly not forgotten and on the radar that's for sure.

BRIDPORT received an early Christmas present as they 
eventually forced Roman Glass St George into submission 
to regain third spot in the Toolstation Western League First 
Division. 

The Bristol side put up little resistance as Bridport 
pounded the visitor's goal, and it looked like the Bees 
would win by a hatful. However a superb second half dis¬ 
play from keeper Adam Grocock left the result in the bal¬ 
ance until the last minute when Darren Watts shattered 
Glass'hopes of an unexpected and undeserved point with 
a third Bridport goal. 


ManagerTrevor Senior kept faith with the team that beat 
Wimborne Town in the Dorset Senior Cup in their last 
game, leaving the very experienced trio of Watts, Dan Wise 
and Matt Condliffe on the bench; his only change being 
Shane Evans for the suspended Tristan Gale up front. 

Early efforts by Russell Legg and Jamie Symes showed 
Bridport's intent to try and get an early lead which they did 
on eleven minutes. Sixteen-year-old Dan Peart who was 
man-of-the-match at Wimborne produced a superb piece 
of skill by shaping to cross before cutting inside his full¬ 
back and squaring the ball for the inrushing Ryan Dovell 
to drive home from 12 yards. 

The striker almost grabbed a second minutes later but 
was denied by Jamie Johnson as he shaped to shoot, be¬ 
fore the Bees scored again midway through the first-half. 

Chris Clarke took a quick throw in which was returned to 
him before he produced a superb cross that arched to¬ 
wards goal where Jamie Symes burst between two defend¬ 
ers to bullet home a header from six yards. 

Dovell headed wide and then had another effort cleared 
off the line as Bridport overwhelmed their opponents, but 
ten minutes from the break Roman Glass scored in a rare 
break upfield through Nathan Baird, with the assistance of 
Bees Ryan Hayter. 

Baird collected the ball and turned to fire in a shot from 
25 yards just as Hayter got in his tackle, and the ball looped 
up off the unfortunate defender and into the top right 
hand corner beyond the grasp of keeper Sam Filkins. 

The young gloveman who had been redundant for most 
of the match, then produced a magnificent save to stop 
the visitors grabbing an undeserved equaliser, when a neat 
one-two put Paul Coles free on goal. Coles hit the ball well 
and true, but Filkins produced a top drawer save by diving 
low to turn it away. 

The second-half was a procession towards the visitor's 
goal, but a string of saves from Grocock meant that the re¬ 
sult was in the balance until the end.

More than just a world champion boxer 


MOST of the large crowd that enjoyed 
the guest appearance of former unde¬ 
feated British and European welter¬ 
weight champion, and WBC 
Welterweight Champion of the World, 
John H Stracey at Bridport Amateur 
Boxing Club's recent tournament most 
will not know that he has a hidden tal¬ 
ent as a cabaret singer and has a Christ¬ 
mas song out! 

John H is no stranger to the area. He 
bought a hotel in Bournemouth after he 
retired from boxing in 1979, and often 
travelled through Bridport on his way to 
make guest appearances, mainly at 
boxing related events in Devon, Corn¬ 
wall and Somerset. 

He visited Bridport when he was sell¬ 
ing the hotel in 1984 as one of the 
prospective buyers owned a caravan 
site close to the town, although they did 
not eventually buy it. 

Married to Kathy, his wife of 23 years, 
he now lives near her family in the 
Wirrall but often travels to Poole where 
his parents still live. 

He was born and grew up in Bethnal 
Green in a typical East-end council flat 
that overlooked Whitechapel Road 
where just behind the infamous Kray 
brothers, Ron and Reggie lived. Always 
getting into scrapes, at the age of 11% 
his father Dave took him down to the 
local Repton Boxing Club; probably the 
most famous boxing club in Britain; in 
order to try and keep him out of trouble. 
He took to it like ducks to water. 

In his amateur days he won five na¬ 
tional titles and represented Great 
Britain at lightweight in the 1968 
Olympic Games in Mexico City. Unfortu¬ 
nately he was outpointed in the second 
round, his 18th birthday, by Ronnie Har¬ 
ris of the USA who went on to win the 
gold medal. 

He turned professional the next year 
after joining Terry Lawless' manage¬ 
ment team, and had his first profes¬ 


sional fight five days before his 19th 
birthday at York Hall Baths in Bethnal 
Green, which he won with a second- 
round knockout of Nigerian-born wel¬ 
terweight Santos Martins. He went on 
to become the undefeated British and 
European champion. 

The pinnacle of his boxing career was 
when he beat reigning WBC champion 
Cuban Jose Napoles in his home city of 
Mexico City in December 1975, to be¬ 
come the only British boxer in history to 
win as an amateur and professional in 
Mexico City against a local boxer with 
Mexican judges and referee. 

Stracey proudly showed off the title 
belt when he spoke to the audience be¬ 
fore the boxing tournament, where he 
encouraged young people to take up 
boxing as a sport. 

Each belt takes 60 days to make and 
includes the flags of the 163 countries 
affiliated to the World Boxing Council as 
well as cameo photos of Stracey and 
Napoles, and Muhammad Ali and Joe 
Louis. 

He was also inducted in to the WBC 
Hall of Fame in Cadiz, Spain in 2005 and 
is one of only five recipients of the Hon¬ 
orary WBC Ring along with Marvellous 
Marvin Hagler, Vitali Klitschko and 
Jorge Arce. 

He retired in 1978 having won 45 of 
his 51 fights with only five defeats, and 
began to build a career outside boxing 
with guest appearances and after din¬ 
nerspeaking and as a singer. 

He is now well known on the circuit for 
his cabaret act, which includes a bit of 
comedy, and next week will be the after 
dinner cabaret at actor Ray Winstone's 
charity function for armed forces. 

Winstone, who was also a member of 
Repton Boxing Club and could have had 
a promising career having boxed twice 
for England, has just completed the film 
'Fathers of Girls' in which he plays the 
lead part of a solicitor, and for which 


John H Stracey sings the title sound¬ 
track 'It's not so easy for me'. 

Stracey who says he loves singing, has 
also sung with some quite famous peo¬ 
ple including Johnny Mathis, Tony 
Christie and Dan Felder, lead guitarist of 
The Eagles and writer of 'Hotel Califor¬ 
nia'. 

John H's latest project is a Christmas 
song called 'Knockout Christmas' which 
is a fun tune with a interesting ending 
which John H is encouraging all readers 
to check out on either You Tube or 
Mersey Mag. 

Incidentally, why John H and not just 
John Stracey? His dad decided one day 
that he should have a more eye-catch¬ 
ing business card and returned home 
with one that read 'John H Stracey - 
Professional Pugilist'; "H' being the ini¬ 
tial of his middle name Henry, and 
'Pugilist', the original name of a boxer 
and defined in the dictionary as: "The 
skill, practice, and sport of fighting with 
the fists."

Bridport edged out in relegation clash 


I THOUGHT that the thaw that had taken place over the 
last days of the week would have meant that a full league 
programme would have taken place. I was wrong! 

Dorchester found that their pitch would not take a stud 
on Saturday morning and called off their game against 
league leaders Salisbury. 

Seeming the East of the region was the more badly af¬ 
fected, for the Dorchester second side's game at Salisbury 
too, did not take place. Dorchester thirds however did get 
a game in and won decisively 57-19 at Verwood. 

The Bridport second side did not take the field, having 
to concede their game at East Dorset. I toddled off to Brid¬ 
port to take in their game against fellow strugglers, Marl¬ 
borough; a game, the outcome of which was certainly 
important to both sides. 

BRIDPORT 8pts, MARLBOROUGH 11 pts 

THE first quarter of this relegation clash was filled with 
honest endeavour from both sides, but with very little 
penetration or finesse. 

Bridport did have a chance to take the lead but Croft's 
penalty kick from 35 yards and halfway out slid wide and 
the game was scoreless after 20 minutes' play. 

The visitors were then wide with a similar attempt from 
the ten yard line, but an Idris Croft place kick five minutes 
before the break served to give his side a three point lead. 
Marlborough came back and equalised with the last kick 
of the half when they kicked a long range penalty that 
went over off an upright. This left the score at 3-3 at the 
halfway stage and, although flowing rugby had been at a 
premium, I did feel that Marlborough were getting the 
upper hand, and certainly their fitness levels seemed to 
be higher than those of the home side at this stage. 

I was made to look a bit of a mug early in the second- 
half. The home side imposed pressure and eventually skip¬ 
per Sean Stewart got over from close range for a try that 
remained unconverted. The visitors had lost a prop to the 
sin bin for slowing up possession during the move that 
brought the score, and the Bridport scrum prospered sub¬ 
sequently in his absence. They could not get quick ball to 
their backs however and really did not take advantage of 
their man over. 

Marlborough gave as good as they got and got them¬ 
selves back into the game with 15 minutes left when they 
kicked a penalty goal to take the score to 8-6. 

The visitors had been winning useable ball but seem¬ 
ingly were obsessed with the inside break, but they sent 
the ball wide with some ten minutes left, a home midfield 
back went for the interception, missed and the ball carrier 
ran into the hole his absence had created and touched 
down some five yards in from touch. This try too remained 
unconverted. 

The second half particularly had been laced with stop¬ 
pages and the final minutes must have seemed inter¬ 
minable ones for the Marlborough camp as Bridport tried 
to rally. 


They were unable to do so for their possession contin¬ 
ued to be slow and, although they held territorial advan¬ 
tage until the end, they never really threatened, and the 
visitors held on for the win that I thought they just about 
deserved. 

Bridport certainly have work to do if they are to avoid 
relegation. Their fitness levels were questionable. They 
seemed unable to deliver quick ball to their backs and 
their passing was less than clinical. 

They have several injuries at the moment, and they must 
be hoping that these do not turn out to be long term. 

IVEL BARBARIANS 7pts, WEYMOUTH 8pts 

IT is always pleasant to have one's opinion proved right. I 
said in my preview that I felt that Weymouth could well 
make a nuisance of themselves at Ivel Barbarians and they 
certainly did just that. 

At first things did not go to plan for them, in this game 
which saw defences on top for much of the time, for the 
home side got over for a converted try before the en¬ 
counter was ten minutes old. 

Weymouth regrouped however.Their defence, that was 
the cornerstone of this win, did all that was asked of it, 
their pack began to win ball, and they reduced the arrears 
with a Tim Peplow penalty goal to trail 7-3 at the halfway 
stage. 

Their set scrum had come under a little pressure during 
the first 40, but the introduction of Comden into the front 
row at the interval, shored things up in this area and Wey¬ 
mouth went from strength to strength. 

The telling score came with some ten minutes left. From 
a defensive lineout on their twenty two, the home side 
tapped back. Gibson secured possession on the floor, the 
ball was recycled and spun wide for a miss pass to put 
winger, Louis Allen, over in the corner. 

The try remained unconverted and, although both sides 
had scoring opportunities before the whistle for no side, 
neither could take them, and Weymouth generally held 
on with a bit to spare to claim the win that, although nar¬ 
row, is one that they will certainly savour. 

Not such good news for the Weymouth second side who 
are certainly making efforts to win promotion from the 
Dorset & Wilts League Division Three (South). They could 
not make home advantage count against visitors, Salis¬ 
bury thirds and ended the day losing 33-20, and certainly 
lost ground in the promotion race. 

PREVIEW. 

AFTER last Saturday's result, BRIDPORT's season is at 
something of a cross roads. 

They do have a chance to repair some of the damage im¬ 
mediately for they travel to bottom club BRADFORD ON 
AVON on Saturday for their final league game of 2010. 

I seem to remember that they win the home encounter 
back in September by some 50 points in what was their 
initial game in the Southern counties League (South), but 


am certain that, unless they improve their performance in 
all areas by a significant level, they will not do so again. 

In fact many would bet on them being at the bottom of 
the league by 4.30pm on Saturday next. 

Their general lack of application must be giving their 
coaches headaches at the moment and, although they 
have injuries to pivotal players at this time, they should be 
performing, collectively speaking, much better than they 
are doing. 

They have a look of relegation about them, but any an¬ 
swer lies in their own hands.

DORCHESTER undertake what is a real tester when they 
visit OLDFIELD OLD BOYS. Although they beat these op¬ 
ponents by a couple of scores earlier in the season at 
home, the Bath side have enjoyed a pretty good season, 
and in fact, lie a place above the Coburg Road brigade in 
the Southern Counties league table, having played a 
game more. 

Apart from having home advantage, they have played 
more rugby than their opponents in recent weeks and will 
certainly be match fit. This one is too close to call! 

Having bested one aspiring promotion candidate in Ivel 
last time out, WEYMOUTH will be trying to do the same to 
another when they entertain SHERBORNE 2nd on Satur¬ 
day for their opponents occupy the runners up spot in the 
Dorset & Wilts league Division One (South) currently. 

I seem to recall that the sides fought out an attritional 
draw, scoring an unconverted try apiece, back in Septem¬ 
ber and the home side, buoyed up by last week's result, 
will likely start as favourites. They will not find it easy but, 
if they bring their'A'game with them, they will come out 
on top. 

As to the second sides, Bridport do have a something of 
a chance to notch their first league win of the season 
when they entertain fellow strugglers Fordingbridge. Let's 
hope they can do so! 

Dorchester seconds have a more straightforward task 
when they visit Swanage & Wareham thirds, as will the 
Dorchester third side who travel with them to play Swan- 
age & Wareham fourths. 

Weymouth seconds are also on the road and travel to 
Verwood, whom they might just best by a couple of 
scores.

Weather frustrates Buckler 


CURRENTLY in the worst run of his 
training career, Bob Buckler is finding 
life frustrating enough without hav¬ 
ing to cope with the freezing condi¬ 
tions that are currently decimating 
race cards around the country. 

"The weather is playing havoc with 
all trainers as they try to find races for 
their horses. 

The problem is that with so many 
race cards being abandoned due to 
the weather, trainers have a limited 
choice as to where they can run, and 
with so few opportunities the entries 
for each race are huge, which means 
that a lot will be balloted out. 

"With the better horses taking pref¬ 
erence, the owners and trainer of the 
others are left very frustrated. 

"It is also difficult finding the right 
race for your horse, and you some¬ 
times have to compromise by enter¬ 
ing one which is not ideal be it in 
distance, ground or type of track." 

However despite having saddled 
over forty horses since their last win, 
the last three runners have helped 
raise the stables moral with good 
performances in the last week. 

Quix, a four-year-old having his 
first run finished a promising third in 
the Open NH Flat Race (bumper) at 


Lingfield on Saturday. 

Backed down to 6/1 joint favourite 
he was beaten 2 Vi lengths by the 
20/1 Solaise who made all the run¬ 
ning. 

"He's a very nice horse with a de¬ 
cent pedigree but ran a little bit 
green. The race was lost down the 
back when the winner went well 
clear and we didn't respond. 

Turning into the straight jockey 
Nathan Sweeney said the penny sud¬ 
denly dropped but he had too much 
to do but was staying on well at the 
finish. I think if we had taken closer 
order initially we could have won the 
race." 

Cullahill also ran well in the CF 
Roberts Electrical Mechanical Serv¬ 
ices Conditional Jockeys' Handicap 
Chase over 2 miles 5 furlongs at Chel¬ 
tenham on Friday where he finished 
sixth. 

This was a typical situation where 
the horse was not running over its 
ideal distance but in a good class 
field. 

"He needs three miles, but there 
wasn't a suitable race for him. In the 
circumstances he did well against 
some good horse. 

He was in contention until he made 


a mistake at the ditch at the top of 
the hill that put him out of it, but he 
stayed on well and but for the error 
would have probably finished third 
or fourth. Considering it was not his 
distance it was a good run." 

Fun Guy was the third horse to 
cheer Buckler. He competed in the 
Class 3 EBF 'National Hunt' Novices' 
Hurdle (Qualifier) against some top 
class novices and finished a very 
creditable ninth. In contention until 
three out when he weakened he 
showed good promise. 

"It was a good field, but he jumped 
well and is turning into a nice horse." 

One of the stable stars Mizzurka is 
desperate to run, but was frozen out 
last week, and balloted out on Mon¬ 
day at Plumpton. 

Having had a great season last 
year in bumpers she is looking to run 
her first race over hurdles and is en¬ 
tered at both Newbury on Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday's Exeter meeting 
providing the weather permits. 

Power Lord hopes to make his rac¬ 
ing debut at Towcester on Thursday 
over hurdles whilst John's Gift hopes 
to replicate his impressive hurdle 
record when he has his first race over 
fences at Exeter also on Thursday.

Senior's principles pay off 


BRIDPORT got back to winning league 
form on Saturday with a comprehensive 
victory over Roman Glass St George fol¬ 
lowing two defeats which saw their 
surge for promotion from the Toolsta- 
tion First Division blunted. 

Defeat in the Les Phillips Cup followed 
before thy sprung a surprise by beating 
higher league opponents Wimborne 
Town in the Dorset Senior Cup. 

Following almost a two week break 
before Saturday's match, the Bees re¬ 
turned to form, albeit against a poor 
side, with a display that owed as much 
to fitness as to Bridport's superior play.

Senior also promised any players that 
were promoted to the first team would 
be given a chance, and he stuck to those 
principles on Saturday. 

The fans must have been stunned to 
hear that Dan Wise, Darren Watts and 
Matt Condliffe, all of whom were un¬ 
available for the match at Wimborne, 
were on the bench. 

Senior said: "I have always said that I 
would give anyone who impressed a 
chance and I have tried to be consistent. 
The whole team played extremely well 
at Wimborne and no one deserved to be 
dropped; the only change I made was 
because Tristan Gale was suspended. 

"We probably had the best subs bench 
in the league sat there, but I think they 
all realised the situation and all three 
had a good attitude. As it was they all 
came on and played their part. 

"The game was very much as in the re¬ 
turn fixture in September when we 
scored an early goal and dictated the 


match but didn't clinch victory until the 
final minutes. Whilst we were well in 
command, you are always aware that 
one slip could see you getting just one 
point instead of the three you deserve. 

"Dan Peart once again played well be¬ 
fore I took him off after an hour, whilst 
Shane Evans, who took Tristan's place, 
had a good game and worked hard." 

Despite letters of appeal from both 
Darren Watts and Trevor Senior, the 
league have upheld the referees deci¬ 
sion to send the midfielder off in the last 
minute of the match against Hengrove 
Athletic for foul and abusive language. 
Watts and the players around the inci- * 
dent are adamant that he did not swear 
or indeed was abusive, whilst Senior 
wrote in defence of the player's charac¬ 
ter. 

As a result he receives a three match 
ban starting on December 21st which 
means that he will miss the rescheduled 
match at Portishead on that date, 
brought forward from January 15th, the 
home game with Chard Town on De¬ 
cember 27th and the away fixture at 
Gillingham on January 3rd.
